Ingalis had been eminated 
as a factor in the Ohio gubernatorial 
campaign this year, also from the Pres- 
idential campaign next year, and that 
Tom L. Johnson's prospects for re- 
ceiving the nomination for, Governoi 
were much improved. On the Repub- 
lican side it seems evident that a biow 
has been dealt at the prestige of Sen- 
ator Hanna. 

Ohio politicians of both parties were 
inclined to think there is possible dan- 
ger that Hanna would control the 
convention. The Cleveland cam- 
paign was under the direction of Myron 
T. Herrick, who is Hanna's candidate 
for Governor, and possibly for future 
honors of a higher kind. Hanna per- 
sonally fought Tom L. Johnson, and 
on both sides the election was regarded 
as a test of their respective: strengthe 
in Cleveland. Had Herrick succeeded 
in defeating Johnson. Ohio men say 
nothing could have prevented him from 
sweeping the convention. Instead of 
that, Hanna and Herrick have been 
signally defeated. 

On the other hand, “Boss” Cox of 
Cincinnati has come out of the cam- 
paign with renewed prestige.

PHOENIX (Aris) April 1.—The peo- 
ple of Arizona generally are disap- 
pointed that the Presidents western 
journey could not have been so ad- 
justed as to have included at least 
glimpses of the Territory's principal 
towns and locallt les. It had been hoped 
that the Presidential train would have 
entered Arigona at the southeastern 
corner, allowing for a visit to the 
great copper camp of Bisbee, for at 
least a brief stop at Tucson, and 
thence to the Grand Cafion by way of 
Phoenix and Prescott. This could all 
have been done in lees than two days 
But, as the President will not come 
to the towns, the towns will go to the 
President. No doubt, it is expected 
that the Grand Cafion’s rim will be 
found a retreat of restful nature, un- 
defiled. Ordinarily it is, but camping 
ground will probably be at a premium 
at the time of Col. Roosevelt's arrival. 
Bisbee, Phoenix, Prescott, and ot 
places that have sent warm invitatl 
to the President, will be on hand, rep- 
resented by a material part of their 
population. Every rock will spert a 
camera, and the trails will take on @ 
semblance of crowded avenues. About 
all the Arizona Rough Riders will be 
there to greet their chief. and the Bis- 
bee contingent proposes to drag along 
a notably corpulent black bear, a pres- 
ent believed peculiarly attractive fo 
the Chief Executive. Bisbee hopes to 
go in a special train, and to tender 
the President a reception on the 
cafion’s brink. It is understood that the 
only feature of the cafion programme 
fully decided upon is that the Preet- 
dent is to have a horseback ride some 
time during the day, under — of 
Gov. Brodie.

tion of water-storage conditions. He 
is making a close inspection of the 
valley and will visit the Tonto Basin 
dam site and reservoir, there to be 
joined by Arthur Powell Davis, the 
eminent engineer of hie staff. who has 
brought to comparative perfection the 
plans for this greatest of western irri- 
gation works. It is probable he will 
visit, also, the proposed dam sites on the 
San ro and on the Gila, near San 
Carlos. He has already been visited by 
a delegation of citizens from nce, 
who seek to switch the Interior De- 
partment to the construction of the 
Gila reservoir before that at Tonto 
Creek. There is every indication, how- 
ever, that the department has deter- 
mined that the Tonto Creek plan pre- 
sents the most favorable combination 
of the least coat per acre foot of wa- 
ter impounded, with the greatest de- 
gree of possibility of good to be accom- 
plished. In no other place can the 
effects of the national irrigation péi- 
icy be so quickly and thoroughly dem- 
onstrated. The service canais are al- 
ready constructed and ready. The 
lands are in the hands of hundreds of 
actual residents. Few of the holdings 
are as large as a section and these 
must necessarily be split under the op- 
eration of the irrigation law. The av- 
erage farm will be even smaller than 
eighty acres and the passibility of ac- 
quisition of the land by speculators or 
land sygdicates is much less to be 
feared locally than were the country 
new and raw. For. in Arizona, no man 
can settle upon the plain as he would 
in Oklahoma. He must first have the 
irrigating ditch. with water in it. The 
plans of the Tonto dam are in such 
condition that work could be com- 
menced at once. In the valley several 
engineering parties of the Geological 
Survey are working. mapping the 


rigated area as well as topography. One 
party is running a line for a high- 
service ditch that could be used as a 
mn service canal, for the southern 
side of the valley, as the Arigona canal 
is now used on the northern side. It 
will develop, as well, one of the finest 
bodies of farming land, along the line 
of the new Phoenix and Eastern Rail- 
way, southeast of Mesa. 
WATER USERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
The Sait River Valley Water Users’ 
Association has perfected organization 
and now is receiving subscriptions of 
stock, on the basis of a share to each 
acre of land proposed to be irrigated. 
This is the association formed for the 
purpose of repaying the government 
the cost of the Tonto works, the pian 
being to assess the lands benefited at 
the rate $1.50 per acre per annum, till 
the total amount, about $2,000,000, has 
been raised. About 50,000 acres have 
been subscribed already and about 
100,000 more are to come. Oddly enough 
there is some local opposition to t 
association's work. Most of the right 
owners in the Tempe canal, one of the 
Oldest ditches in t valley, have re- 
fused to join, seeming to prefer their 
present assurance of a reasonale sup- 
ply under their priority of appropria- 
tion to binding themselves to pay $15 
an acre for participation in the bene- 
fits of the dam. In this they are joined 
by the Bartlett-Heard Company, own- 
ing the oldgSan Francisco canal and 
7000 acres alfaifa land across Salt 
River, south of Phoenix. These inter- 
ests have gone to the extent of sending 
Carl Hayden of Tempe to Washington 
to submit their case to the Secretary 


t the Interior. Their expressed con- 


tention is that in a number of para- 
graphs the articles of incorporation and 
contract of the Water Users’ Assoc 
tion do not properly safeguard the pres. 
ent irrigation priorities of the farmers. 
On the contary, it is insisted that the 
incorporation has been formed with 
the completest acknowledgment of all 
vested rights, and it is believed wm 
ble to bring all interests together. — 
ia no lack of new land to which the 
storage-water service could be extend- 
ed within the valley.

NEW WATER RATE. 

MONROVIA, April 8-—The domestic 
and irrigation water rate, which has 
been under discussion for some time, 
was settied last night by the City 
Council. The new rate will go into 
effect June 1, and, in short, is as fol- 
lows: For domestic water, a flat rate 
of 50 cents per month is to be charged, 
where not more than 1000 gallons is 
used, with an additional charge of 10 
cents per 1000 gallons. Irrigation may 
be done through the domestic system 
by paying the domestic rate. The ir- 
rigation rate is 50 cents an hour for 
a head of 2% inches.

the plazza is the Scala Santa, OF the 
Holy Stairs, one of the most Interest- 
ing objects in Rome. The bwitiding 
in which the stairway stands was 
erected after the earthquake of 896 had 
destroyed the church in which it was 
placed, when all was brought from Je- 
rusalem in 226 by the Empress Helena, 
the mother of Constantine. 

The stairway corftists of twenty-eight 
marble steps. which bélonged to the 
house of Pontius Pilate. They were 
ascended and nded by the Savior 
in going to and returning from the 
hall of judgment. As He came down 
them after His trial and mock corona- 
tion with the crown of thorns de blood 
from His biceding brow fell upon some 
of them, staining them with un 
ible crimeon, 

No one is allowed to ascend these 
steps except upon his knees, repeat- 
ing an ave oc. paternoster on each 
step, and they constantly crowd ed 
with men, women and children, the 
most religious of whom kiss the steps 
as they craw! up. They have become 
so much worn by the knees of — 
devotees that coverings of wood have 
been placed upon them, in which are 
silts throug whith the marble can be 
seen. An “lidulgence’ for 1000 years 
is granted by the Church to the be- 
levers who ascend on their knees, 

There are four other stairways, par- 
allel with the sacred one, by which 
the descent is made. Persons who will 
not\craw! up ascend these side stair- 
cases. All of our party walked up ex- 
cept one gentieman, a Presbyterian 
minister, who was the president of a 
theological college in Pennsyivania. He 
said it wound not burt him to craw! 
up, so he went up on his knees in a 
very devout manner, 
jl “timed” several of the pligrims and 
found that they averaged fifteen min- 
u in ascending the stairway, afd it 

s reserved for an American priest 
to “break the record,” Hé was brought 
in by an Italian monk and introduced 
to the priests in charge. His friend 
then left him and he started upétairs. 
The old way was too slow to suit : 
and he hastened matters by rising from 
his knees at each step and placing his 
feet on the one above. He had ascend- 
ed in this manner more than half, way 
before the Italian priests noticed what 
he was doing, and then they stopped 
him and gave bim a good scolding. He 
crawled the rest of the way and suc- 
ceeded in making the ascent In t 
minutes., An old priest then crept up 
the stairs and carefully wiped of the 
steps with a napkin. Each person 
as he came down gave the priests 
in charge some money. The amount 
received here during the past 1500 
years must be considerable. E«timat- 
ing the number of pilgrims at 100 per 
dav and the average contribution at 
1 lira (20 cents.) the amount received 
would aggregate $10,950,000!

A chorus of seventy, large or- 
chestra and brilliant scenic effecta wilh 
add to the beauty of the production, 
THE HOLY STAIRS 

The Steps Down Which the Savior 

Was Led to the Crucifizion—They are 

Still Preserved in Rome. ; 

[Chicago Record-Herald:] Across 
the piazza is the Scalia Santa, oF the 
Holy Stairs, one of the most Interest- 
ing objects in Rome. The bwiiding 
in which the stairway stands was 
erected after the earthquake of 996 had 
destroyed the church in which it was 
placed, when all was brought from Je- 
rusalem in 326 by the Empress Helena, 
the mother of Constantine. 

The stairway corf&ists of twenty-eight 
merble steps, which bélonged to the 
house of Pontius Pilate. They were 
ascended and descended by the Savior 
in going to and returning from the 
hall of judgment. As He came down 
them after His trial and mock corona- 
tion with the crown of thorns the blood 
from His biceding brow fell upon some 
of them, staining them with un indel- 
ible crimaeon, 

No one is allowed to ascend these 
steps except upon his knees, repeat- 
ing an ave oc, paternoster on each 
step, and they constantly crowded 
with men, women and children, the 
most religious of whom kiss the steps 
as they craw! up. They have become 
so much worn by the Knees of — 
devotees that coverings of wood have 
been placed upon them, in which are 
silts through whith the marble can be 
seen. An \dulgence’ for 1000 years 
is granted by the Church to the be- 
levers who ascend on their knees. 

There are four other stajrways, par- 
allel with the sacred one, by which 
the descent is made. Persous who will 
not\crawl up ascend these side stair- 
cases. All of our party walked up ex- 
cept one gentieman, a Presbyterian 
minister, who was the president of a

“How do the grower's prospects un- 
der present conditions compare with 
the past? 

“They are poorer. In the beginning 
of the industry. navel oranges brought 
$4.50 a x, whereupon much land in 
alfalfa Was planted to trees, which 
succeeded for a while, until now lots 
of groves are being replaced again by 
alfalfa and the dairy.” 

“What would be the effect of a 50 
cent reduction in the freight rate?“ 

“I think it would increase consump- 
tion about 80 per cent.” 

“Would it increase the production?” 

Some, but not much. I am satisfied 
that both available water and favor- 
able land have now been just abeut 
all used. The limit of really choice 
acreage has all been planted. There 
are a great number of young orchards, 
and I calculate that our possibic pro- 
duction within the next ten years will 
be between 230,000 and 40.000 carloads.” 

“How much of a reduction do\ you 
think should be made? 

“Well, sir. of course, the railroads 
should be allowed a fair profit. and I 
have no means of knowing what it costs 
them to freight our oranges Fast, but 
I believe the orange industry needs a 
reduction of rates of 25 cents a box, 
or at least 25 cents a hundred. Per- 
haps a reduction of 10 cents a year for 
a while would help.” :
